James Mills’ office equipment. It gives 
a hint as to the line followed by Dr. 
Mills in his European studies. 
The 
instruments are nearly all from Ber­ 
lin, where the doctor spent a large 
portion of his time. 
“ On bacteriological work and dis­ 
eases of women and children, the Ber­ 
lin authorities lead the world,” said 
Dr. Mills to a Gazette man who 
dropped in to ask of the comparative 
standing of home and foreign medical 
authorities. “ There is no place in the 
world like Berlin to study these two 
branches.” 
In the large collection of new and 
valuable instruments which Dr. Mills 
brought back, is a cautery battery 
which runs tiny electric lights on the 
end of probes for illuminating the 
throat, 
stomach 
and cavities 
of 
tne 
body, 
and 
showing 
the 
exact condition of the organs. 
The 
battery Is also used with various in­ 
struments in the treatment of disease. 
One of the finest microscopes made 
in Germany stands on a table beside 
the battery and it affords means for 
the examination of disease germs. 
A 
large collection of specimens includ­ 
es 
cancers, 
tumors, 
diphtheria, 
cholera and phthisis baccilli and other 
germs which he prepared from origi­ 
nal cultures and from the sputa of 
patients in Berlin and Edinburgh. 
Dr. Mills, 
studies since he 
left 
Janesville o?er a year ago centered 
upon surgery and the diseases 
of 
women and children and he had an 
opportunity to take courses in the best 
hospitals of New York, Berlin and 
Dublin. 
Besides this he was a critical 
observer of sanitary methods through­ 
out Europe, being especially impressed 
by the success of Italian doctors in 
dealing with consumption. 
Italy has 
less consumption todsy 
than any 
country in the world. 
Every case is 
isolated as far as possible and the 
room occupied by a patient is disin­ 
fected afterward as carefully as if the 
disease were diphtheria or small pox. 
“ I am satisfied the Italian plan is 
right,” said Dr. Mills “ aud intend to 
fellow it religiously in my own prac­ 
tice. ” 
Dr. Mills also made elaborate ob­ 
servations of Dr. Behring's anti-toxine 
treatm ent of diphtheria and is using 
anti-toxine in his diphtheria cases.
